The ponds and creek beds in the
Green-winged teal area also attract small numbers
of blue-winged teal, mallards,
northern pintails, northern
shovelers, American widgeons,
redheads, lesser scaups,
gadwalls, and buffleheads.

An uncommon local migrant
from late April to early May and
from late June to early
September. Little Salt Creek is
one of the consistent sites where
this shorebird can be found

Spotted sandpiper

A fairly common summer
resident and breeder. This
species is found in small
numbers along Little Salt Creek
from May through August.

Larry Eineman

Least sandpiper

A common May and August and
September migrant. During
drought this species is likely to
be found in Little Salt Creek
west of Arbor Lake.

Red-headed
woodpecker

An uncommon to fairly
common summer resident and
breeder, especially in the Frank
Shoemaker Marsh area where
tall cottonwood trees are found.

An uncommon summer resident
and breeder in area with arrivals
coming in April and leaving by
early fall. A few have been
found overwintering several
times over the years in the area
one mile north of Frank
Shoemaker Marsh.

A common summer resident and
breeder. A few generally
overwinter. Found throughout
the IBA saline wetland areas.

Dickcissel

A common summer resident and
breeder in the area arriving by
mid-May and leaving by late
August

A common winter visitor
entering the area in late October
and leaving by mid-April.

A common to abundant summer
resident and breeder, occurring
in small flocks from 25 to 200
during migration in March and
April and from September into

October.
